mans have lived, but even in these cases' 
:he.houses themselves are an uuinteresfc- 
.ng portion of au...uninteresting street 
Tho Prussian kings adored uniformity 
.n street architecture, as well as in tho 
dressing of soldiers, and that may be 
:ho reason why today the most beautiful 
streets of Berlin furnish less interest to 


stranger than the grimiest alleys of 


London, with their charming diversity 
of dirty fronts. 


The houses hero are all equally high, 


equally broad, equally gaudy on tho 
outsido and equally devoid of individu- 
ality within. Tho.Anglo-Saxon owns 
ris house and makes it comfortable for 
himself and Ms family. Tho Prussian 
ives in an apartment house, along with, 
icrhap's a dozen more families, -all • of 
them subject to the .petty tyranny of a 
porter whose duties are dangerously 
near to those of a police agent. Thus 
the individual taste of a Berlin artist, 
writer, actor or other notable resident 
inds no expression through his architec- 
;ural surroundings. A Helmholtz, a 
Mommscn, a Henzel or a Virchow is 


Berlin as little identified with his 


aouse as a soldier with his barracks. 
This form of living has its conveniences, 
particularly to a bachelor, but is . not 
ibndncive to interest in those who seek 
the literary landmarks of great capitals.

the main line of the Union Pacific 
Railroad from Ogden to Omaha is now 
preparing ita case against the Central 
Pacific Eailroad from Ogdsn to Sacra- 
mento, in anticipation of the com- 
pany's default in the payment of obli- 
gations due January 1, 1898, 
An ap- 


proximately correct statement of the 
Government's account with the Cen- 
tral Pacific, ebonld a (settlement be 
made on January 1st, is said to be as 
follows: 


Bonds redeemed by the Government, 


$6,074,000; bonds maturing January 1, 
1898, $10,614,120; interest paid by the 
Government, $44,640,220; interest due 
January 1,1898, $594,333; bonds matnr 
ing January 1, 1899, $9,197,000; tota 
debt, $71,119,873. 


The credits given the company b 


the Government are: 
By transports 


MOD, $8,057,699; by cash repaid, $658 
283; by unpaid judgments and claim 
against the United States, $2,473,306 
by oash in sinking fand, $7,003,569 
making the total credits, $18,192,01 
whioh leaves the net indebtedness o 
the road to the Government $52,920, 
716. 


It is quite probable that this indebt 


edness will be settled cm the basis es 
tablisaed by the .Union Puciflc, that i 
the company will pay the debt and bi 
released from all obligations to thi 
Government. 
The payment of the 


debt in fall'is a matter of secondary 
importance to the people of Nevada.

Evolution of the Educational Ideal. 
Lot us place ourselves apart from tho 


tumult which rages on both sides, and 
closing our ears, question ourselves 
whether a new educational ideal may be 
evolved from this strife of contending 
factions and what the general charac- 
ter of this ideal would ha If we assume 
that the three features which I have 
mentioned ma^ be combined, we shoulc 
have a popular, realistic, individualistic 
ideal of education—popular, not exclu- 
sive or aristocratic in the narrower 
sense of the word; national, not foreign 
or international, hut rather the result 
of an evolution from the national life 
itself; 
realistic, 
characterized 
by 


strength and action and not by mere 
though b and {esthetic sentiment; indi- 
vidualistic—i. e., aiming at the devel- 
opment of the individual and not at the 
establishment of dull uniformity; not 
democratic, therefore, if this word, im- 
ply a general reduction to a dead level, 
but rather aristocratic, in tho sonso of 
an individual, not.a class, aristocracy. 


It would be presumptuous at the pres- 


ent day to state what the concrete form 
of such an educational ideal would bo. 
I wish to say, however, that the soci- 
ety corresponding to the above ideal 
would be that of an aristocracy of 
mind. Is this the type toward which 
we are tending? Is the aristocracy of 
airth and wealth to be supplanted by 
the aristocracy of personal worth and 
merit? This has been the philosopher's 
dream from the day of Plato's "Repub- 
lic" to tho present hour. It is the tend- 
ency of nature. It would be _the aristoc- 
racy of nature to have every individual 
stand independently upon his own per- 
sonal merit and not upon the achieve- 
ments of his father.—Professor Paulsen

Several years ago, while spending somo 
time at one of the famous resorts in Ja- 
maica, I had an opportunity to observe 
the skill with which the black women, 
who do a great part of tho menial labor, 
carried stone, .-mortar and other build- 
ing materials on their heads to the top 
of fi fivo story tower in a part of the 
hotel not then finished. 


Much of the unerring accuracy with 


which they (women and girls) chased 
each other up and down the long lad- 
ders, with heavy loads skillfully poised 
on their woolly pates, was due to the 
firmness with which they grasped each 
rung of the ladders'with the great too. 
They did not place the hall or tho hol- 
low of the foot on the rung, hut the 
groove at the juncture of the great toe 
with the body of the foot, and they 
held fast by malting the back of the 
other toes afford the other gripping sur- 
face. In much the same way .the Abys- 
sinian native cavalry grasp tho stirrup. 
And I have seen a one armed Santo Do- 
mingan black, astride tho near ox in a 
wheel yoke, gniding a lend mule with 
a rein held between his great and sec- 
ond toes, while his only arm was devot- 
ed to cracking his teamster's whip.— 
Overland Monthly.

There were very few 
big wagon factories in those days, and 
a good hand made' wagon, cost big hibn- 
oy. When they .were doing.nbthing else,. 
they would make: wagons,- and when 
there was; lots of transient -work ;: the 
wagons had , to .wait.. . This- state line' 
shop was. a busy pjace. There was no 
tavern there, -but the blacksmith -also. 
had a cider press, and lie made 'the cider 
for all the fanners for miles aroiind. 
But neither- this nor 'the profits of his 
fihop.iconld. account, for the rapid way 
in which ho accumulated wealth. As. is 
well-known, apple cider, if fallowed. to 
stand long enough,. will become "hard,-" 
and after, that it will turn into vinegar; 


'.'This cider dealer always';had plenty 


of hard cider on hand, but never had 
any. vinegar for sale. The farmers and 
others who stopped at his -place could 
always yet a drink of hard cider, which 
they took out of a tin dipper at 10 cents 
a drink, and -the; size of .tho drink-, was 
something -which'; attracted very, little 
attention. Hardly any kind' of 'beverage 
is more intoxicating than hard 'cider. It 
is a good deal like champagne in one 
respect. You can drink a "great deal 'of 
it . one day, and the nest day yon will 
be awfully sick and sorry, ,aucl a good 
deal drunker than when you. went to 
bed. . The blacksmith required no license 
to sell hard, cider, and he worked -the 
game to • tho limit. His place became 
very popular, and tho farmers caine 
from many miles around in both states 
to get their horses shod at his place. 
Many of them would come home drunk, 
and their wives began- to protest. They 
always had to have some excuse for hav- 
ing visited the state line shop, and so 
tho. blacksmith, after supplying them 
with a few dipperfuls of bard cider, 
would take the shoes off their beasts 
and put on new ones, whether they 
needed it; or not. For this service he 
would charge a good round price, while 
in many instances it was noticed he 
inado no charge for the cidor.' 


"But, as is the way of all flesh, this 


blacksmith died one day, and then his 
business secrets came out. He left an 
estate of over $80,000, and in the cellar 
of tho cider press a great number of 
empty whisky barrels were found, ITor 
years he had been putting whisky into 
his cider and. had been setting new 
shoes on nearly every horse which came 
along, willy nilly. " — Washington Star.

not to causo any sensible current of air;

he cnn tell whether it is wide or nar- 
row, 
whether tho houses aro high 01 


low, 
if aay opening which he may be 


passing is a court closed up at the euc 
or whether it-has an ontlet to anothei 
street, and he can tell by the sound of 
his footsteps in what lane, or court,-or 
square he is. 


He goes along boldly, seeming to sse 


with his ears and to bavo landmarks in 
the air. .Of course no blind man like 
to go over a new route unattended, bu 
after ho has traversed it once he know 
every point of importance to him.—-
